The phrase "wherein the therapeutic proteins for the treatment 
of fibrotic disorders is selected from the group consisting of one or more of the following or combinations thereof... (vi) Smad-7" in the 
amended claim 22 raise new matter issue. The specification fails to provide support for such combination of different therapeutic proteins 
for the treatment. The phrase "wherein said unitary dose comprises from about ..." in the amended claim 22 raises new matter issue and 
new 112 seoncd paragraph issue. The term "comprises" is an open language. The original claim 23 recites "the unitory dose is about ..." 
and the specification fails to support the term "comprises". Similarly, the term "comprises" in amended claims 28-32 raises new matter 
issue and new 112 second paragraph issue.
